Touching upon our present Bltaa- 
llon and need?, the Catholic hier- 
archy point to the (aci that though 
the war Is ended, our country is not 
ret restored to Its normal condUion.

What 
we have chiefly to fear is educated 
Intelligence devoid o( moral princi- 
ple — the man who uses his knowl- 
edge to abuse bis freedom. This is 
tbe daaiSroua type. To continue lu 
production or allow It t6 multiply 
would not be the part of wisdom.
